Train 
Orders 


Editor, Bulletin—In your issue 

of the “Bulletin” of November 
24, you have on the editorial 
page an item, namely, “The 
Margin of Human Error.” This 
item I take exception to, in that 
the men involved in this train 
wreck are also men of my own 
profession which, in my capacity, 
is a telegraph operator. 
“So the orders are 
carried by telephone. The man 
receiving them jots them down 
by hand and then reads them 
back to the sender.” 

This is entirely an untrue 
statement. Our book of rules 
governing the operation of pas- 
senger and freight trains states 
that these train orders must be 
copied on the forms provided for 
such purpose and repeated back 
to the train despatcher from the 
original copy of the train order. 


I think I can quite safely say 
that we haven't an operator or 
very few on either the Alberta 
or B.C, districts that would do as 
you have stated in your editorial, 
such as “jot” train orders down 
on a piece of paper and then 
later type ‘them out when the 
crew goes to work. Do you real- 
ize how badly delayed all trains 
would be if that were to happen? 
Each and every train, such as 
the case was, would require on 
the average of about 10 train 
orders to move it from one divi- 
sional point to another, 

However, you go on to say, 
that “But the possibility of 
human error comes into play 
when the receiver, after the 
double check is completed, starts 
to put the orders into type for 
the train crews. There may have 
been an error made in the orig- 
inal train order, such as an over- 


print or something of that 
nature and another copy made, I 
don't know, 


But there is this one point, that 
I would like to very strongly 
stress to you in particular, for 
your such irresponsible and 
childish statements, that we as 
operators of the CNR, are not 
allowed to jot down on a piece of 
paper, the train order to put in- 
to effect and then type them on 
the forms provided for their 
purpose, 

I have conversed with a num- 
ber of engineers, train despatch- 


ers, operators, and conductors 
on this matter, and we all feel 
and demand a retraction of 


your item “The Margin of Human 
Error’ in Novenrber 24th issue 
of the “Bulletin.”

It’s Not Fun Getting 
Over Severe Illness 


Getting over an operation or a 
severe illness is no fun, “I was 
operated on 12 days ago for gall- 
stones,” a worried woman writes. 
“Have been up each day but 
still feel weak. Is it because I 
do not exercise 
enough? How 
long will the 
drawing sensa- 
tion remain in 
my abdomen?” 

This woman 
4s not the only 
one who gets 
discouraged by 
the slow rate at 
which she re- 
gains her strength and spirits, In 
fact depression of spirits at this 
stage of convalescence is the rule 
rather than the exception. It isn't 
anyone's fault, though. It is just 
that a severe iliness or operation 
takes « lot more out of the sys- 
tem than is realized at the time. 

But this period of convales- 
cence is shorter now and less 
likely to be “stormy” than it used 
to be because of many improve- 
ments in surgery, the use of 
blood and plasma transfusions, 
and the system of getting patients 
oul of bed sooner, 


Recovery Still 
Takes Time 

All of these help, wut the re- 
covery still takes time. Just how 
long depends on the nature of 
the operation or illness, the age 
and physical condition of the 
patient and many other things,

quires a proper balance between

question into “cold storage” for 
several years. 

There is a fair chance that the 
U.S.A. and China will agree on 
Points 1 and 2, Maybe one or 
both will do so with tongue in 
cheek. But for both, the conse- 
quences of not agreeing would be 
more disagreeable than the con- 
sequences of agreement. Hence 
my guess is they will be accepted 
tentatively. 

The real tough nut to crack is 
Formosa. There is only one pos- 
sible basis for agreement on it.. 
That is, that it be placed under 
UN trusteeship for, aay, five or 
ten years, 


Nobody Knows 
Korean Reason 

It is quite unrealistic, in the 
present state of world tension, to 
expect the United States to ac- 
cept an unconditional “hands off” 
Korea policy. 

Nobody, outside the Kremlin, 
knows for sure whether or not 
the Korean attack was or was not 
the first move in a gigantic Red 
plan of world aggression. If such 
proves to be the case, world war 
is certain, and in such a world 
war Formosa, in the hands of Red 
China would be a serious menace 
to the whole non-Communist 
world, including Canada. 

But if Red China has no such 
evil intentions she might well 
agree to put the Formosa ques- 
tion into cvid storage. Of course, 
the island would have to be de- 
militarized, and the ultimate 
desiiny of Formosa decided by 
the free vote of the people of 
Formosa—not including the un- 
invited army of Chiang Kai-Shek.

Fur Fashions Fetch’ 
Frightful Figures 


WASHINGTON — (AP) ~ 
The price of black sealskins, fash- 
jon’s present favorite, jumped 11- 
most 84 per cent at the fall auc- 


tion of government-owned skins, 
the United States Fish and Wild- 
life Service said today. 

Prices at the semi-annual auc- 
tion are regarded as a barometer 
of future fur prices in the industry. 

At the autumn auction, held by 
Fouke Fur Company in St, Louis, 
Oct, 9, black sealskins sold for an 
average of $106.10, almost 84 per 
cent more than the average last 
spring. 

Dyed “matara” — browa — skins 
sold for an average of $98.25, an 
increase of 48 per cent. ? 

The average for safari, or lighter- 
brown skins, was $7460, an in- 
crease of 51 per cent over the 
spring average, 

Also included in the sale were 
279 blue fox pelts from the Pribi- 
lof Islands, 

Fur buyers paid an average of 
$95.52 for all United States govern- 
ment sealskins, an increase of 52 
per cent over the price at the April 
17 sale. The government-owned 
seal and fox pelts sold for $2,456,- 
928.35, Canadian - owned skins 
brought about the same average 
price as the United States-owned 
skins. Cape of Good Hope seal- 


{skins averaged $34.57 each, an ad-
